Your  board  saw  an 
opportunity  to  purchase  a  steam  fire  engine.  The  con- 
dition of  the  machine  was  so  good  and  the  price  so 
small  ($375.00),  we  thought  it  good  judgement  to  buy 
and  YtJ-e  hope  our  act  will  meet  v-ith  the  a,pproval  of  the 
voters.. 

For  the  benefit  of  the  taxpayers  the  firewards 
have  taken  an-  inventory  of  the  property  of  the  district 
so  that  you  may  know  Just  where  you  stand  financially.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH, 


The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  the 
past  year  has  really  been  very  good  on  tlie  v/hole,  most 
people  looking  after  their  cesspools  etc  as  needed,  of 
course  there  ai'e  a  few  chronic  cases  that  call  for  at- 
tention from  the  Board  more  or  less  and  require  a 
little  scolding  from  time  to  time. 

The  first  week  in  May  was  devoted  to  clean-up  v/eek 
and  the  public  readily  responded  to  the  work.  We  shall 
repeat  the  operation  this  year. 

There  v^^ere  30  cases  of  Diphtheria,  9  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  one  Typhoid^  all  mild  cases  and  two  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis  reported  during  the  year. 

While  this  number  of  Dyphtheria  and  Scarletina 
is  unusually  large  for  the  town  and  it  would  seem 
something  was  wrong  somewhere,  v/e  have  been  un- 
able to  determine  Just  what  the  cause  was,  however 
other  towns  in  the  State  have  been  similarly  unfor- 
tunate, many  having  far  more  cases  than  we  have.

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners; — 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1919. 

There  has  been  Mttle  call  for  extension  this  year 
and  300  feet  of  six  inch  pipe  on  Beacon  St.  is  the  only 
extension  to  the  pipe  Mne  that  has  been  made. 

Two  hydrants  have  been  replaced  by  new  ones^ 
the  one  on  B.  Broadway  near  the  Hood  Farm  and  ouv 
Fordway  near  W.  Broadway.  Auxiliary  gates  have 
been  placed  on  two  hydrants,  eight  leaks  in  service 
pipes  have  been  repaired  and  two  services  relaid.  The 
1  1-2  inch  gate  at  the  foot  of  Abbott  St.  has  been  re- 
placed with  a  6  in.  gate  with  the  view  of  placing  a 
hydrant  on  that  street  in  the  near  future.  All  services 
and  street  connections  under  the  new  road  on  R, 
Broadway  were  renewed  to  the  curb. 

The  standpipe  on  Prescott  Hill  is  very  much  in 
need  of  paint  both  inside  and  out. 

The  equipment  at  the  pumping  station  is  in  good 
condition  with  the  exception  of  the  pumps.  It  would  be 
a  better  investment  for  the  Town  to  install  a  new 
pump  than  to  try  to  repair  the  old  one.  The  repairs 
on  the  old  pump  would  cost  more  than  a  new  electric 
motor  driven  centrifugal  pump  and  nearly  as  much  as 
a  steam  turbine  driven  centrifugal  pump. 

Those  who  have  read  the  Water  Works  report  in 
the  past  will  recall  that  I  have^  repeatedly  urged  a 
larger  standpipe  and  a  modern  pump.  The  question 
has  not  been  pressed  by  me  but  the  need  has  been 
growing  steadily  until  it  has  reached  the  point  where  I 
honestly  believe  action  must  be  taken. 

The  increasing  cost  of  fuel,  together  with  the 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  it;  the  cost  of  labor,  and 
perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  say  right  here  that  with 


our  presented  limited  storage  it  will  be  necessary  to/ 
employ  another  man  at  the  pumping  station,  one  t^ 
pump  days  and  one  nights,  in  order  to  keep  a  propei- 
■amount  of  water  in  the  standpipe  at  all  times.  This 
item  will  amount  to  quite  a  sum  in  a  few  years  a/id 
would  pay  the  interest  on  the  necessary  new  pumi^ 

There  is  another  reason,  which  of  itself  is  reason 
enough,  for  serious  thought  along  this  line,  and  iliat 
is  the  report  of  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Umder- 
writers  of  recent  date,  an  inspection  of  our  li^ater 
system  v/as  made  by  their  engineer  in  July  ai/^d  his 
report,  which  follows  in  full  is  impartial  and  iinpre- 
judiced  based  simply  on  conditions  as  he  founr^  them. 
With  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  at  heart  I  earnestly 
hope  the  recommendations  made  by  him  will  be  fol- 
lowed to  the  letter.

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REPORT  OP  TRUSTEES  OF  DERRY 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  trustees  of  the  Deii-y  Public  Libxaxy  in  pre- 
senting.  their  annual  report,  would  especiaHy  call  at- 
tention to,  and  emphasize  the  state  of  the  librarian  in 
her  report  relating  to  its  urgent  need  of  more  funds 
with  which  to  caiTy  on  its  work,  if  it  is  to  meet  the 
imperative  demands  made  upon  it.  We  commend  that 
report  to  the  careful  reading  of  all  who  are  at  ail  in- 
terested in  the  affairs  of  the  libraiy. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  we  have  no  endow- 
ment, as  many  other  libraries  have,  but  are  dependeot 
wholly  upon  the  annual  appropriations  of  the  town, 
which,  for  a  long  time  have  been  inadequate.  The 
trustees  received  no  compensation  for  their  services 
every  dollar  appropriated,  going  directly  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  and  periodicals,  and  the  necessary  oper- 
ating expenses.  The  cost  of  the  former  has  gxeatlj^  in- 
creased of  late,  and  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of 
our  librarian,  inferior  to  that  of  no  other  in  the  State, 
deserves  a  larger  reward  than  our  limited  respurctjs 
have  heretofore  allowed  her  to  receive,  and  she  eouM . 
have  received  had  she  chosen  to  accept  opportunities, 
for  advancement  that  have  come  to  her  from  other, 
and  larger  places  during  the  last  year.  The  triistees^, 
therefore  feel  that  they  are  not  asking  too  much  m 
seeking  a  larger  appropriation  this  year,  and  trust  that 
the  request  v/ill  be  favorably  considered  by  the  voters 
in  town  meeting. 

The  more  than  2000  present  active  patrons  of  the 
library,  we  believe,  would  be  glad  to  testify  to  its 
value,  and  would  heartily  second  any  effort  to  increase 
its  usefulness,  or  make  less  difficult  its  management. 
It  is  certainly  an  institution,  "of  the  people,  by  tlie 
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people,  and  for  tiie  people,"  and  all  the  people  should 
be  interested  in  its  prosperity.  The  library  is  proving 
a  valued  adjunct  to  the  general  educational  work  of 
the  town,  an  aid  to  teachers  and  pupils,  which  seems 
to  be  appreciated  in  every  grade  from  the  first,  in  the 
primary,  to  the  senior,  in  the  academy. 

That  it  continues  to  retain  its  hold  on  the  com- 
munity, is  evident,  the  circulation  last  year  being  the 
largest  with  one  exception,  of  any  year  in  its  history, 
nearly  40,000  books  and  magazines.  The  reading  room 
is  also  well  patronized  having  a  good  supply  of  daily, 
weekly,  and  monthly  papers.

DERRY  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

LIBRAHIAN'S  REPORT.  , 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Derry  Public  Library: — 

The  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  work  of  tlie 

library  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1920  is  here 

presented: — 

The  library  has  been  open  afternoons  and  evenings 

every  day  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  the  hours- 

being  the  same  as  in  former  years. 

CIRCULATION. 
The  circulation  has  increased,  gaining  as  much  as 
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was  lost  last  year.  The  daily  average  of  122  is  next  to 
the  largest  we  have  ever  had.  Books  have  been  sent  to 
three  district  schools  each  term  and  expressions  of  ap- 
preciatioii!  have  been  received  from  both  pupils  and 

teachers.. 

In  September  your  hbrarian  spoke  before  the 
pubhc  school  teachers,  urging  a  more  general  use  or 
the  library  for  refernce  and  study  also  telling  what 
help  the  library  is  ready  to  give  them  in  their  schools. 
The  collection  of  500  mounted  pictures  was  especially 
fought  to  their  attention.  This  resulted  in  an  increase 
■of  their  use  so  that  nearly  twice  as  many  have  been 
loaned  during  the  current  year  as  in  the  preceding  one 
Many  of  the  teachers  have  also  taken  advantage  of 
the  school  card  and  other  library  privileges. 

There  have  been  292  new  books  purchased  which 
^  have  not  met  the  demand  or  equaled  the  number 
which  should  be  added  each  year  if  our  libraiy  is  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  times.  Had  we  not  had  a  large 
amount  of  fines  and  also  drawn  on  our  reserve  fund 
we  .should  not  have  been  able  to  purchase  even  this 
Clumber  which  shows  our  urgent  need  of  more  money 
if.  the  library  is  to  be  maintained  as  is  desired  by  our 
-2000  patrons. 

ADVERTISING. 
During  the  year  we  have  had  two  displays  of  books 
in  the  show  windows  of  stores  on  the  main  street. 
The.  first  one,  in  the  summer,  vf as  of  vocational  books. 
These  were  in  the  window  of  the  Benj.  F.  Low  shoe 
store.  The  second  was  a  collection  of  agricultural 
books  at  the  C.  H.  Clement  clothing  store.  Both  of 
these  exhibits  were  followed  by  calls  for  the  books 
'displayed.     Believing  that   the   more  ways   in  which 
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the  atteiitioii  of  tlie  public  can  be  called  to  tlie  wide 
range  of  practical  books  v/liicli  can  be  found  at  tho 
library  the  itiore  use  wLU  be  niade  of  them,  the  librarian 
has  used  all  means  at  hand  to  further  this  end.  Sev- 
eral thousand  lists  in  the  form  of  book  marks  have 
been  distributed.  These  were  prepared  and  furnished 
hy  the  American  Libi'ary  Association  especially  for  the 
use  of  the  returned  soldiers.  All  lists  were  on  prac- 
tical subjects  and  selected  by  expert  knowledge.  While 
we  did  not  own  all  the  books  listed  enough  were  on  our 
shelves  to  make  the  use  of  lists  vv^orth  while  and  they 
were  freely  distributed  to  all  and  also  used  for  a  pur- 
chasing list.  The  good  resulting  from  these  cannot 
be  known  except  in  a  fevf  instinces  vv'hich  have  come 
to  our  attention,but  these  few  make  us.  believe  that. 
good  has  been  done  and  each  new  and  satisfied  patron 
is  an  advertisement  for  others. 

Newspaper  items  of  work  done  ha'?  i:ep':  the  library 
hefore  the  public.  Bulletin  boards  and  groups  of  in- 
teresting books  placed  by  themselves  and  libeled  have 
brought  the  new  and  desirable  books  to  the  attention 
of  the  patrons. 

PHOTOGRAPHS  OB"  THE  SOLDIERS. 
Through  the  kindness  and  endeavor  of  M.  L.  Arm- 
strong, the  local  photographer,  the  library  has  a  uni- 
form collection  of  photographs  of  76  of  those  who 
served  our  country  in  the  world  war.  This  collection 
v/as  first  exhibited  at  the  time  of  the  200th  celebration 
of  the  settlement  of  Derry  and  m:any  expressed  their 
pleasure  that  such  a  collection  was  being  made.  It  is 
hoped  the  number  v^ill  be  increased  so  that  Derry  will 
have  a  complete  showing  of  the  serxdce  men  which  in 
later  years  will- be  of  even-  greater  interest  and  value 
than  at  the  present. 
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LIBRARY  MEETINGS. 
Besides  tlie  State  Library  Association  at  Meredith  ■ 
and  local  meetings  at  Nasliiia  and  Mancliester,  your 
librarian  liad  tiie  rare  privilege  of  attending  tlie  Ameri- 
can Library  Association  held  a,t  Asbiiry  Park,  New 
Jersey.  These  were  most,  helpful  and  inspiring  meet- 
ings as  leaders  in  the  library  work  from  all  oyer  the 
United  States  were  gathered  there  and  iiian^''  notable 
people  addressed  the  Association.  She  wishes  to  thank 
the  trustees  most  heartily  for  the  assistance  which' 
made  this  meeting  possible  also  for  other  favors  grant- 
ed'and  for  the  continued  support  which  has  been  shown 
her.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 
To   the  Board  of  Education   of  Derry  Town   School 

District : 

I  submit  herewith  my  aniiiiai  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  being  the  eighth  such  report  that  I 
have  had  the  priialege  of  making  to  the  Derry  School 
Boa,rd. 

Since  my  first  report  in  1913,  some  interesting 
changes  have  taken  place  in  the  schools  of  Derry.  The 
attendance  has.  increased  considerably  and  the  num- 
ber of  teachers  has  correspondingly  increased.  One 
new  building  has  been  erected  to  provide  additional 
room  and  one  new  rural  building  has  been  built  to 
replace  one  burned.  The  work  of  the  grades  has  un- 
dergone somewhat  radical  ciianges  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  new  Program  of  Studies  pub- 
lished hy  the  State  Department  in  1916.  Special  activi- 
ties have  found  a  place  in  our  Avork,  such  as  gardening 
teaching  thrift,  Americanization  work,  nurse  inspec- 
tion. All  of  these  have  a  very  important  bearing  upon 
the  ultimate  results  of  school  work. 

Beginning  with  the  present  school  year,  we  en- 
tered upon  an  entirely  new  system  of  state  control. 
Tlie  new  school  law  gives  to  the  State  Board  of  Edu~ 
cation  very  ample  powers,  which,  exercised  under  the 
limitations  and  restrictions  imposed  by  the  law  itself, 
will  inei^tably  tend  to  equalize  school  priveleges  and 
greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  schools.    It  makes 
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tlie  local  superintendent  a  state  official,  and  conse- 
quently brings  tlie  State  Department  into  more  inti- 
mate relation  to  the  local  situation  tlie  state  over.  The 
establishment  of  the  new  order  has  involved  a .  great 
amount  of  entirely  new  v/ork,  and  has  made  it  some- 
what difficult  to  give  the  usual  amount  of  time  to  the: 
work  of  supervision.  Our  supervisory  district,  now  ■ 
called  supei'visory  union,  was  enlarged  by  the 
addition  of  Windham.  _  While  this  added  but  four 
small  schooIs,they  require  a  definite  amount  of  atten- 
tion. The  present  union  includes  forty  regular  teach- 
ers in  elementary  schools,  twenty  of  whom  are  in  wide- 
ly scattered  one-room  schools.  In  addition  to  this, 
Pinkerton  Academy  for  the  first  time  has  in  .a  raeasure 
come  under  supervision,  and  more  or  less  time  must  be 
given  to  the  v/ork  there. 

During  the  yea,r,  vve  have  had  rather  more  than 
the  usual  number  of  changes  in  the  teaching  force.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  in  June,  or  during  the  summer,  the 
following  resigned :  Miss  Smith,  Miss  Lucy  Hunt,  Miss 
Armstrong,  Miss  Dudley,  Miss  Palmer,  and'  Miss  De- 
vaney.  Since  the  year  began  in  September,  the  fol-' 
loYving  also  have  resigned:  Ddiss  Lord,  Miss  Henick. 
and  Miss  Adams.  We  have  been  fortunate,  in  view  of 
the  scarcity  of  teachers,  in  filling  the  positions  thus 
made  vacant.  These  changes,  however,  have  empha- 
sized the  seriousness  of  the  situation.  There  is,  a  real 
and  vital  problem  in  the  teacher  question.  The  one 
thing  necessary  for  a  good  school  is  a  good  teacher, 
and  nothing  should  be  left  undone  to  make  the  teach- 
ing professions  attractive  to  our  brightest  and  most 
capable  young  people.  Otherwise  the  quality  of  our 
teaching  will  deteriorate,  and  a  lower  standard  of  citi- 
zenship in  the  future  will  result. 
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The  schools  suffered  somewhat  last  year  because 
of  the  break  on  account  of  the  Influenza.  So  much 
time  was  lost  on  this  account  that  it  could  not  ail  be 
made  up ;  but  teachers  and  pupils  made  a  splendid  effort 
to  the  end  that  the  total  amount  of  v/ork  for  the  year 
should  be  equal  to  that  of  other  years  and  in  this  effort 
they  were  largely  sucessful. 

Sixty-one  were  graduated  from  the  eighth  grades  in 
June,  30  from  the  Oak  St.,  24  from  the  Floyd  and  seven 
from  vailous  rural  schools.  Altogether  too  many  of 
these,  tempted  by  the  unusually  large  wages  being  paid 
'in  the  shops,  dropped  out  of  school  at  that  time.  In 
all  probability  in  most  such  cases  school  privileges  have 
ended,  or  rather  the  desire  to  profit  by  any  possible  priv 
lieges  has  ceased.  This  is  unfortunate  for  the  child  and 
even  more  so  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  community. 
The  educational  equipment  of  our  citizens  is  a  matter 
of  concern  to  the  public  as  well  as  to  the  individual. 

The  new  law  requires  that  any  district  in  which 
reside  or  are  employed  fifteen  persons  between  the  ages 
of  16  and  21  who  cannot  speak  and  read  the  Enghsh 
language,  or  20  such  persons  more  than  21  years  old, 
shall  maintain  an  evening  school  for  the  instruction  of 
such  non-English-speaking  persons.  It  further  re- 
quires that  all  persons  between  the  ages  of  16  to  21, 
who  cannot  read  and  speak  the  English  language  un- 
derstandingly  shall  procure  a  certificate  of  registration 
in  an  evening  school  before  they  may  be  legally  em- 
ployed. It  therefore  becomes  necessary  for  Derry  to 
maintain  an  evening  school.  Last  year  an  evening 
school  was  in  session  for  34  evenings.  This  was  sup- 
ported partly  by  contributions  from  various  organiza- 
tioiis  interested.  Acknowledgement  was  made  of 
these  gifts  in  the  report  of  a  year  ago,  with  the  ex- 
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ception  of  one.  A  contribution  of  $15.00  was  received 
for  this  purpose  from  the  Woodbury  Shoe  Co.,  too  late 
for  acknowledgenient  at  that  time. 

This  year  the  evening  school  was  opened  Novem- 
ber 10.  Two  classes  were  formed.  The  attendance 
since  has  been  good.  Since  the  first  of  January,  a 
number  of  men  entered  fqr  assistance  in  the  matter  of 
citizenship,  and  good  interest  has  been  manifested.  It 
is  aimed  to  make  the  work  especially  helpful  to  those 
desiring  to  take  out  naturalization  papers.  January  16 
a  large  group  received  their  final  papers,  and  on  the 
evening  of  February  3,  a  reception  was  tendered  to 
these  and  their  friends.'  This  was  made  possible 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  Derry  Woman's  Club, 
Molly  Reid  Chapter,  D.  A.  R„  and  the  Parent-Teacher 
Association. 

The  School  Savings  Bank  is  being  sucessfully  con- 
tinued. During  the  year,  the  children  have  deposited 
$1,085.24,  and  of  this  amount  $1,039.00  have  been 
transferred  to  individual  bank  accounts.  The  total 
deposits  from  the  beginning  to  date  have  been 
$3258.60.  At  the  same  time,  many,  especially  of  the 
older  cliildi^en  are  buying  Thrift  Stamps.  ,  I  feel  that 
to  teach  the  children  thrift  is  an  important  part  of  our 
work. 

The  school  gardening  is  another  important  activi- 
ty. .  It  not  only  may  be  of  very  considerable  economic 
value  to  the  child  in  the  future,  but  it  carries  with  it 
valuable  educational  possibilities.  I  feel  that  we  might 
profitably  give  much  more  emphasis  to  this  work.  A 
verj';  creditable  exhibiL  of  graden  products  was  held 
early  in  -October  under  the  auspices  of  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association. 

.,,.  ;  The  most  inipprtant    innovation  of  the  year  has 
been  the  introduction  of  Nurse  Inspection.    This  is  now 
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required  by  reguiatioii  of  tiie  State  Eoard  of  Eduea-^ 
tion.  The  Red  Cross  Societjr  of  the  state  volimteereci' 
to  assist  in  the  matter  by  pro"\ddliig  a  nurse  for  a  time 
to  demonstrate  the  value  of  snch  work.  Miss  Elizabeth 
H.  McCaiiley,  a  nurse  of  much  experience,  began  work- 
under  this  arrangement  eaxiy  in  the  year.  The  phys- 
icians of  the  to¥/n  have  rendered  very  valuable  assis- 
tance hy  their  co-operation.  They  have  given  time  tc 
give  each  child  a  physical  examination.  Drs.  Barker, 
Cogswell,  Nev\re]l,  Tower,  Therrien,  anl  Sanders  have 
given  generously  of  their  time,  and  in  so  doing  have 
rendered  a  valuable  service  to  the  community.  I  would 
suggest  that  hereafter  one  or  more  physicians  be  ap- 
pointed for  this  Y^^ork  to  be  properly  compensated  for 
their  services.  The  examinations  this  year  have  re- 
vealed many  defects  especially  of  the  teeth  and  tonsils : 
while  adenoids  were  found  in  many  cases,  and  more 
serious  conditions  in  some.  The  real  benefit  of  this 
work  will  result  from  getting  the  defects  remedied. 
The  nurse  will  endeavor  to  do  this  by  follovving  up  the 
several  cases,  visiting  homes  and  conferring  with 
the  parents.  Much  has  already  been  accoDiplished. 
Miss  McCauley  has  already  taken  nine  eliildren  to 
Manchester  to  the  children's  cMnic  for  examination. 
These  were  orthopedic  cases.  Tv/o  have  since  been 
operated  upon.  I  am  confident  that  yery  great  good 
is  being  accomplished,  and  will  be  accompMshed  as 
time  goes  on. 

The  school  buildings  need  immediate  attention  'in 
order  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Stat^ 
Board  in  the  matter  of  approved  buildings,  and  more 
particularly  that  they  may  foe  rendered  suitable  for 
most  efficient  service.  The  lighting,  heating  and  veii- 
tilating,  and  toilet  arrangements  should  be  improved  |b 
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all  the  rural  school  buildings,  excepting  that  at  No.  4. 
Some  considerable  expenses  will  be  involved  in  making 
the  needed  changes.  It  may  be  advisable  to  tempora- 
lily  close  the  school  at  No.  8,  where  at  present  there 
are  but  six  children,,  and  transport  these  children  else- 
where. The  same  thing  might  be  done  at  No.  6,where 
the  school  is  equally  small.  The  Oak  St.  school  build- 
ing sl^ould  be  painted,  and  much  needs  to  be  done  on 
the  interior  of  this  building.  A  special  appropriation 
should  be  made  for  these  major  repairs. 

The  next  important  step  in  the  developement  of 
our  schools  is  likely  to  be  the  reorganization  of  the 
schools  on  the  basis  of  the  six  and  six  plan,  or  rathev-^ 
a  modiScation  of  that  plan.  Akeady  the  State  Depart- 
ment has  fixed  minimum  standards  for  the  first  three  - 
grades.,  •  When  standards  have  been  fixed  for  the.  4th.. 
5th.,  and  6th.  grades,  we  shall  be  ready  to  reorganize' 
our  7th.  and  8th  grades  as  Junior  high  school.  I  am: 
confident  that  this  will  result  in  very  great  improve-. 
ment  in  the  work  of  the  schools.

It  Win  be  observed  that  the  attendance  figures  for 
1919  are  much  smaUer  than  for  the  preceeding  years. 
This  was  due  to  changes  on  account  of  the  war  con- 
ditions. The  numbers  have  gone  back  to  very  nearly 
normal  this  year.  The  percentage  of  attendance  last 
year  was  greatly  reduced  on  account  of  the  unusual 
amount  of  sickness. 


Tiie  schools  are  now  doing  good  work.  If  no 
serious  interruption  occurs,  a  good  year's  v/ork  will 
be  accomplished.  The  teachers  are  working  faithfully 
and  excellent  spirit  prevails.  Much  credit  should  be 
given  the  teachers  for  the  splendid  co-operation  that 
exists  throughout  the  schools. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  for  their  assistance  and  generous  co-operation 
in  all  that  pertains  to  the  welfare  of  the  schools.

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  Derry  Special  Dist- 
rict, No.  2. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual 
report  as  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  year  since  the  last  report  has  been  generally 
satisfactory-  At  the  end  of  the  year  in  June,  Miss 
Lewis  resigned.  She  had  done  good  work,  and  her 
going  was  a  matter  of  regret.      Mrs.  Rose  C.  Learn- 


ard  was  selected  to  succeed  her.  We  now  have  two 
trained  and  experienced  teachers"  in  charge  of  the 
rooms  and  furthermore  they  are  teachers  exceedingly 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools  and  of  the  chil- 
dren. A  good  teacher  is  a  prime  essential  of  a  good 
school . 

Six  were  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade  in  June 
and  these  entered  the  Academy.  Our  school  has  a  dist- 
inct advantage  in  being  influenced  '  by  a  healthful 
school  spirit  because  of  being  located  in  a  distinctive 
ly  school  community.  We  expect  good  work  to  bo 
done  in  a  school  thus  favorably  located . 

Considerable  garden  work  was  done  last  year,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  even  more  may  be  done  the  com- 
ing year .  This  work  has  a  real  educational  value,  and 
should  be  encouraged . 

A  most  important  innovation  made  this  year  has 
been  the  introduction  of  nurse  inspection.  This  is  to 
be  required  hereafter  by  regulation  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  To  demonstrate  the  value  of  this  work, " 
the  Red  Cross  Society  of  the  state  offered  to  provide 
a  nurse  for  a  time,  and  Miss  Elizabeth  H.  McCauley 
was  sent  to  us  under  this  arrangement.  As  founda- 
tion for  her  work  a  physical  examination  has  been 
given  all  the  children.  Dr.  Newell  generously  gave 
time  for  this  v/ork,  and  in  so  doing  rendered  a  very 
real  service  to  the  community. 

The  nurse  will  endeavor  to   secure  remedy  for 
such  defects  as  were  found  by  following  up  the  several 
cases,  and  confemng  with  the  parents,  etc. 
I  am  confident  that  most  beneficial  results  will  follow 
from  this  work.
